A COMPLETE COLLAPSE. 


THE NORTHWESTERN PASSENGER ASSOCIA- 
TION BROKEN UP BY THE O. 


All Efforts to Reach an Agreement Fail— 
The Chicago & Alton Boycott—President 
Corbin of the Reading Engineering a 
Big Railroad ‘‘Trust”—The Trunk Lines’ 
Troubles—Rallroad News. 


CHICAGO, III., November 9.—The North- 
western Passenger Association has completely 
collapsed, its demise being hastened by the 
peremptory withdrawal therefrom of the 
Chicago, Burlington & Northern. The death 
of this association has demonstrated the im- 
possibility of maintaining an agreement cov- 
ering only one section of the Western terri- 
tory. The conclusion has been reached that 
in order to restore harmonious relations it is 
necessary to combine all roads interestea in 
one comDination. With this end in view the 
general managers of the various Western 
roads have been considering means by 
which the Western States’ Passenger 
Association agreement can de carried 
out. This agreement was adopted a 


few months ago, and is one of the strongest 
ever gotten up, but could not be put into ef- 
fect on account of the refusal of the Chicago 
& Alton to become a party thereto until the 
boycott inaugurated against it by the Eastern 
Trunk Lines more than a year ago, has been 
abandoned. All the trunk lines with the ex- 
ception of the Pennsyivanja and Vanderbilt 
lines have not only raised tH boycott against 
the Alton lately but have issued orders against 
permitting. their agents to receive commis- 


j sions. 


It was proposed at the general managers’ 
meeting yesterday to adopt measures that will 
bring the Pennsylvania and Vanderbilt lines to 
terms if they do not voluntarily recede from 
their position atonce. The opinion prevailed 
that the Western roads should combine and 
send alltheir business over the Erie, Baiti- 
more & ,Ohio, Grand Trunk aud other lines 
which are inclined to act with them. By such 
action the Pennsylvania and Vanderbilt roads 
would be deprived of most of the east-bound 
business, and this, it believes will soon com 
pel them to put all their Western con- 
nections on an equal footing. Chair- 
man Abbott was requested 
a meeting of the general man 
all roads in the territory covered by the 
Western States Passenger Associations to take 
definite action regarding the proposed organ- 
ization. Receiver McNulta of the Wabash left 
last evening for Cleveland to attend a meeting 
of the managers of the lines east from St. 
Louis, regarding the restorgtion of passenger 
rates east from that city, and he will urge 
upon them the necessity of joining the west- 
ern roadsintheir demand upon the Trunk 
Lines to rescind their boycott ainst the 
Alton and other commission paying lines, 
and thus enable the Western roads to carry 
out their agreement for the maintenance of 
uniform rates.

NEw Tonk, November 9.—President Corbin 
of the Philadelphia & Reading Railway Co. nad 
not returned from Philadelphia, his official 
home, yesterday, and his friends eould not 
confirm the published dispatch that he was or- 
ganizing a ‘‘railroad trust’’ that would in- 
clude the New York Central, Baltimore & Ohio, 
Reading & Ohio and Indlana & Western Rail- 
roads. The purchase of the Garrett interest 
in the Baltimore & Ohio was said to be the 
first step in the negotiations, but some doubt 
about the price at which the stock could be 
obtained was expressed even in the dispatch. 
Friends of the Richmond & West Point Termi- 
nal Co., with which the consolidated com- 
panies were expected to have friendly rela- 
tions, declared they bad not heard of the 
scheme, although they hoped it would be car- 
ried out if it would increase the traffic and 
earnings of the Terminal Oo.

Reduced Provision Rates. 


CLEVELAND, O., November 9.—All the roads 
out of Chicago have met the cut initiated by 
the Pennsyivania in the provision rates. In 
accordance with the policy of most lines that 
live freight must be on a basis. with dead 
freight, the rate on live hogs in car loads was 
reduced yesterday to 25 cents, Chicago to New 
York. The Chicago & Atlantic and Erie alone 
dissent from this, and will maintain the pres 
ent rate on this class. This action of the roads 
is rather unexpected.

The 
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ANOTHER ON HIS LIST. 


The Whitechapel Fiend 
Resumes the Butchery 
of Unfortunates. 


His Eighth Victim Found Out 
to Pieces in Spital- 
fields. 


A House in Dorset Street the Scene of the 
Terrible Tragedy—Frightful Mutilation 
ot the Remains—The Victim the De- 
graded Wife of a Porter—No Clew to the 
Perpetrator ofthe Bloody Deed—Blood- 
Hounds Put on the Scent Fail to Keep it 
—The Police Completely in the Dark— 
Story of the Seven Previous Killings— 
How the Savage Woman-Slayer Com- 
mitted the Horrible Butcheries — The 
Last Murder the Worst of All. 


Loxpox, November 9.—The murderer fiend 
has added another to his list of victims. At 
11 o’clock this morning the body of a woman, 
out into pieces, was discovered in a house on 
Dorset street, Spitalflelds. The police are en- 


‘| deavoring to track the murder with the aid of 


bloodhounds,. 

The remains were mutilated in the same 
horrible manner as were those of the women 
murdered in Whitechapel. 

FRIGHTFUL MUTILATION. 

The appearance of the remains was fright- 
ful, and the mutilation was even greater than 
in the previous cases. The head had been 
severed and placed beneath one of the arms. 
The ears and nose had been cutoff. The body 
had been disemboweled, and the flesh was 
torn from the thighs. The womb and other 
organs were missing. The skin had been torn 
off the forehead and cheeks. One hand had 
been pushed into the stomach. 

THE VICTIM. 

The victim, like all the others, was a prosti- 
tute. She was married and her husband was 
a porter. They nad lived together at spas- 
modic intervals. Her name is believed to 
have been Lizzie Tisher, but 
to most of the habitues of the 
haunts she visited she was known 
as Mary Jane. She had a room in the house 
where she was murdered. She carried a 
latch-key,.-and no one knows at what 
hour she entered the house last night, 
and probably no one saw the man 
who accompanied her. ‘iherefore, it is 
hardly likely that he will ever be identified. 
He might easily have left the bouse at any 
time between 1 and 6 o’clock this morning 
without attracting attention. The doctors who 
have examined the remains refuse to make 
any statement until the inquest is held. Three 
bloodhounds belonaing to private citizens 
were taken to the place where the body lay 
and placed on the scent of the murderer, but 
they were unable to keep it for any great dis- 
tance, and all hope of running the assassin 
down with their assistance will have to be 
abandoned. 


The Story of the Killings. 


As can be seen from the above telegram, the 
report comes of another murder in the already 
long series of Whitechapel horrors. The re- 
volting story of these unparalleled murders is 
now familiar to the world. No murderer has 
ever been given such prominence or 
given rise to as many theories and snrmises 
as this man who is supposed to be accountable 


for the seven bloody murders. 

The place he has gbosen for the execution of 
his crimes and the victims he has singled out 
cannot be equalled anywhere on earth for 
depravity or vice. The place designated as 
Whitechapel is the resort of the scum 
from the lowest grade of humanity 
and the terror ofthe London police. Its vast 
population inhabitthe territory lying north 
and south of the Whitechapel road, that broad 
outiet of the great city stretching far away 
from Aldgate to Bow, where it assumes the 
name of the district which it traverses, and on 
through Stratford and Iiford into the heart of 
the agricultural districts of Essex. The pee 
tion of Whitechapel may be broadly divided in- 
to three classes: The fairly well-to-do trades- 
man, the industrious but ill-pait artisans and 
the hopeless, homeless, helpiess thousands of 
unemployed who dr on an existence from 
dav to day as devoid of ease and comfort as 
aby of God's creatures on this broad earth. 
Common lodging-houses abound in White- 
chapel, and wretched and miserable as are 
every variety of these refuges of the destitute 
and desolate, the East End ‘*padding kens’’ 
enjoy an unenviable notoriety as the flithiest 
and most disreputable of their kind. 

REVOLTING VICE. 

In Whitechapel vice, shorn of its most at- 
tractive, if meretricious surroundings, flour- 
ishes in its mostrepulsive and revolting form. 
After nightfall the broad D of the 
main thoroughfares are thronged with de- 

aded women, who live only to realize, as 

est they may, the means to procure a night’s 
shelter, a mouthful of food and a supply of 
fiery liquor, wherein they may drown the rec- 
ollection of what they are, the memory of 
what they were. In nine cases out of ten the 
vocation of these utterly abandoned and 
wholly depraved women is robbery, pure and 
simple. Houses abound in the — fey 4 
streets lying off the main thoroughfares in 
which every facility is afforded for hocussing 
and robbing the already half-drunken prey of 
these painted jezebels. Searcely a day passes 
but a tale of daring robbery is unfolded in the 
adjacent police court, in which these women 
and their contemptible male com ions fig- 
ured as the despoilers of inebria sailors or 
workmen. ;

THE THIRD BUTCHERY. 

Murder No. 8 followed close upon the second 
one and was similar to it in point of horrible 
detall ot reckless mutilation. In front ofa 
paboway in Puck’s Row Constable Neill stum- 

led one morning over the body of a woman. 
The subsequent investigation developed the 
same brutal and reckless use of the fat 
weapon. The identified 
Mary Ann Nichols, ’ a 
former inmate of the Work-house and 
known in the brothels only as ‘‘Polly.’’ 
Again were theories advanced and every clue 
run down to nothing, the police remaining 
in the same state of uncertainty. 

DARK ANNIE’S’’ MURDER. 

Another week passed and another murder 
Was revealed, as before an ‘‘unfortunate’’ 
was the victim of the flend’s fury. At 5:80 on a 
Saturday morning not 300 yards from where 
the Nichol’s woman was found. The mangled 
remains of Annie Sievy, known as Dark 
Annie,“ were picked up. Near by on the wall, 
rudely scrawled in chalk, was the inscription : 

‘*Five—fifteen more and then I give myséif 
up.“ This body was lying outstretched on its 
back, the clothing roughly jerked up over the 
gaping throat. The body was ripped from 
groin to breast-bone by one brutal sweep of 
the knife. Portions of the intestinal organs 
were scattered about in crazy confusion. The 
same portions as in other cases had been car- 
ried away. 

THE OTHER TRAGEDIES, 

On Sunday, September 28, the body of a 
woman, an ‘‘unfortunate, was found at 
Gateshead, near Newcastle on the Tyne. 
Although Gateshead isso far from London, 
the smillarity of this crime iu all respects to 
the other murders had induced the belief 
among manythat the same unknown fiend 
oa gem it. If thisis so, this murder is the 

fth in the history of the Whitecna el horrors.

The first woman was found with her throat 
cut and the blood still pourin from 
the wound. The fiend he evi- 
dently been surprised at his work 
and hurried over his work. The other woman 
was found an hour later with the same hor- 
rible cut in the throatand the abdomen muti- 
lated, a portion of the intestines having been 
crowded into the wound in tne throat. Up to 
to-day not a single reliable clue which has led 
to any results has been found.

ADDITIONAL RETURNS FROM THE STATE A8. 
SURE HIS ELECTION.

Seventy-seven Out of One Hundred and 
Fourteen Counties and the City of St. 
Louis Give Francis a Majority of 12,626 
Over Kimball—The Wheel Vote—Coun- 
ties Yet to Be Heard From. 


As the returns from the vote for President 
and Governor come in from the counties and 
country districts it becomes more evident that 
Francis’ vote outside of the city will not 
tall more than 2,000 or 3,000 behind that 
cast for Cleveland. Oa the other 
hand, Kimball ran away ahead ot 
Harrison and his total vote in the entire State 
la estimated at between 7,000 and 8,000 in ex- 
cess of the vote polied by the Republi- 
can presidential candidate. With very 
few exceptions Kimball received more votes 
than any other candidate on the Republicag 
State or National ticket in every city and 
county in Missouri, while Francis almost in- 
variably fell behind the head of the Dem- 
ocratic ticket for President. 

Contrary to general expectation the Wheel 
and State Agricultural Alliance did not hurt 
the Democratic State ticket very much. Ina 
Mississippi County, in Southeast Missouri, the 
home of President Hickman of the State 
Wheel, and generally regarded as the strong- 
hold of the organization, Francis received 


1,240 votes to 787 castfor Kimball and 1,322 for 
Cleveland, running 122 votes behind bis 


ticket. 

It is interesting to note thatin Saline Coun- 
ty, the home of the Marmadukes, Francis 
ran 2,585 votes behind Cleveland, or in other 
words the candidate for Governor was 
scratched by 2,585 Democratic voters out of a 
total of 6,409. This evens the score for the 
acratchbing of Gov. Marmaduke by St. Louis 
Democrats four years ago. 

In seventy-seven out of 114 counties, and the 
city of St. Louls, Francis’ majorit is 83 ,627, 
and Kimball’s majority, 21,001, making a net 
majority for Francis of 12,626 votes in the 
State as far as heard from.

BEPORT-OF THE COMMISSIONERS IN THE 
GLASGOW LAND CASE 


— 


Messrs. Lullman, Woodward and Jennings 
Find That the Proposed Site for the New 
Water-Works Is Worth $700 per Acre— 
Its Superiority to the Baden Site—Legal 
News To-Day. 


The report of Commissioners John O. Lull- 
man, O. M. Woodward and R. M. Jennings, 
filed in Judge Lubke’s court will be interest 
ing reading to many. The commissioners 


were appointed to appraise the land 
designed for the oclty’s new water 
works at the Ohain of Rocks, con- 


demnation proceedings having been brought 
against Wm. Glasgow, Jr., and others and A. 
and F. Glasgow, the owners of the property. 
The report is exhaustive, but clearly sets 
forth and finds that the land involved, 


133 .86 acres, is valuable for two 
purposes, namely: As axricultural land 
and from its availability . for 


valuable uses. With respect to ite first 
named value, it is recommended that $300 per 
acre be paid to the Glasgows, in addition to 
$400 per acre ‘‘with reference to the uses to 
which it is plainly adapted.’’ In other words, 
$700 per acre is considered by the 
commissioners to be ample compensation to 
the Glasgows’’ as payment in full for fee sim- 
ple and for all claim for damages to adjacent 
property for loss of river front, and for 
frontage on the Columbia Bottom road. It 
should, however, be stipulated that at alltimes 
A. and F. Glasgow and their successors shall 
have right of way across the conduit to their 
land, and that in case they may wish to run 
arailroad track across the city shall build 
whatever bridge the safety of the conduit 
may require. 

The manner in which the appraisers ar- 
rived at their figures may be given briefly. 
They found that the property as agri- 
cultural land was very fertile, even 
for bottom land, that it was be- 
yond the Mississippi floods and 


situated on a good city road. In following the 
recedent established by the Supreme 
ourt of the United States, and consid- 
ering the value of the land for water- 
works purposes, the numerous well- 
known natural advantages of the site 
are reviewed, and a comparison is then in- 
stituted between its value and that of the one 


rival site just north of Baden. The commis- 
sioners nd that were the last named 
location selécted three miles of iron 


pipes would be necessary, costing $507,929, 
more than the corresponding brick conduit in 
the other plan; that the annual cost of pump- 
ing 75,000, gallons of water per | seven- 
teen feet higher than would e nec- 
ess atthe Chain of Rocks is estimated by 
Mr. Holman at $12,866 yearly; that the cleans- 
ing water would ir the Baden plan have to be 
pumped instead of running into the river by 
gravity alone, thus entailing the further extra 
expense of $2,735.50 annually. In short, ad- 
ding together the above items of expense, the 
Commissioners find that the difference in the 


cost between the two plans, and in 
favor of the Glasgow plan, would 
be $898,016.50 It is considered, how- 
ever, that the oity should be credited 


with the greater part of this benefit, so that 
the commissioners finally agreed to allow the 
Glasgows alittle less than one-sixteenth of 
the sum savedinthis way, or $53,544 for the 
two lots, in addition tothe allowance for the 
agricultural value already set forth. 


A Big Damage Suit. 


The $25,000 damage suit of Peter Mauerman 
against the Iron Mountain road was begun 
before a jury in Judge Lubke’s court 
this morning. Mauerman, who sued by his 


next friend, Harriet L. Mauerman, bases 
his demand on the injuries he sustained May 
II, 1887, while in the employ of the Houston 
Electric Co. He says that he was engaged in 
the Iron Mountain yards, lighting and re- 

airing lamps, when be was struck 
Oy a locomotive and injured so badly that it 
became necessary to amputate his left leg 
below the knee, while a part of his right foot 
was also amputated, in addition which he suf- 
fered other injuries.

But it could not com- 
pete with Boston refiners who had a rate of 78 
cents per barrel from Titusville. In this 
emergency the Standard prevailed upon the 
railway companies to advance freights from 
78 cents to $1 per barrel, which enabled it to 
cut under the Boston refiners. This advance 
would seem to have been made at the expense 
of the railroad companies, which have given 
up their traffic in favor of the Standard pipes.

The Boston 
refiners are now considering the feasibility of 
sending their oll to Philadelphia and shipping 
it from this city to Providence, Boston, Port- 
land, Bangor and other Eastern points.

High Meteorological Stations. 


From the Scientific American. 

Europe cannot compete with the United 
States in the loftiness of its stations for taking 
meteorological observations. There are only 
two stations on the European continent which 
reachany very great height, being about 10, 


000 feet and 11,000 feet respectively. Amon 
the stations in America is Pike’s Peak, whic 
has an altitude of 14,100 feet—or only about 
1,600 feet lower than the summit of Mont Blanc 
—and exceeding by more than 8,000 feet 
any meteorological station in Europe. 
These great heights are much more acces- 
sibie in the United States than in Europe, 
there being five stations in America where a 
height of 11,000 feet or more is reached by rail- 
roads bullt for faciJitating mining work. The 
highest of those in North America is Mount 
Lincoln, in Colorado, the mining works on 
which are 14,297 feet above the sea level, and it 
has a meteorological station cqnducted by 
Harvard College. Another station is placed 
— way up the mountain at a height of 13,500 
eet. In the Andes range, in Peru, continu- 
ous meteorological observations are also car- 
ried on, the loftiest point for this purpose 
being 14,300 feet above the level of the sea.

More than once within the 
last ten years has he come to the 
theater unable to fl bis allotted 
role for the evening, and on 
at least one oceasion he was 80 
far overcome that the performance 
was stopped and the curtain lowered, an 
apology being made for ‘‘the illness of M.

THE CLIMATE OF ALASKA, 


Not So Bad as That ofa Great Many Other 
2 Places. 


Alaska, like Great Britain, does not depend 
upon latitude alone for her temperature. The 
Gulf Stream of the Atlantic has its counterpar; 
in the Kuro Siwo or Japanese Black Stream, 
and this tempers the wind and warms the at. 
mosphere along the coast south of Behring 
Strait. You may look for rain as in England, 
Ireland and Scotland, but you need have no 


fear of freezing, even in the depths of winter. 
The highest temperature at Sitka, the capital, 
on Baranoff Island, is 78 * The lowest tem. 
—_ in 1886 was 4 deg. below zero; in 1% 

he mercury did not go below zero at all. Mr. 
McLean, the excellent Signal Service officer 
who was stationed at Sitka for several years, 
says that the climate of Southeastern Alaska 
is the most equable that he has ever experi. 


enced. 

The interior is in the same latitude ag 
Sweden, Norway and St. Petersburg, and is 
not much colder than portions of Montana, so 
Ihave been assured. The coast scenery Ig 
wonderful and unique. On the Atlantic we 
boast of Mount Desert, because it is an isiand 
adjoining the mainland and rejoices in 4 
mountain that slopes down to the sea, and 
on which there is a lake. From 
British Columbia to Behring Strait this 
wonderful inland sea of the Pacific Ocean ig 
one prolonged Mount Desert, with Alpine 
snows in addition. The Alaska _ glaciers, 
mountains, islands and cascades make it 4 
country of more than usual interest for vari- 
ety of scenery. In Switzerland a glacier iss 
vast bed of dirty, air-holed ice that has fast. 
ened itself like a cold porous-plaster to the 
side of an Alp. Distance alone lends en. 
chantment tothe view. In Alaska a glacier 
is a wonderful torrent that seems to have 
been suddenly frozen when about to plunge 
into the sea. Down and about moun- 
tains wind these snow-clad serpents, extend- 
ing miles inland, with as many arms some- 
times as an octopus. Wonderfully pictur. 
esque is the Davidson glacier, but more ex- 
tended isthe Muir glacier, which makes the 
extreme northerly point of pleasure travel. Im- 
ag ine a glacier 3 miles wide and 300 feet high 
at its mouth. Think of Niagara Falls frozen 
stiff. Add 86 feet to its height and you haves 
slight idea of the terminus of the Muir glacier, 
in front of which your steamer anchors. 
Picture a background ok mountains 15,000 feet 
high, all snow-clad, and then imagine a gor- 
geous sun lighting up the ice crystals with 
rainbow coloring. The face of that glacier 
takes onthe line of aqua-marine, the hue of 
every bit of floating ice, big and little, that 
surrounds the steamer and makes navigation 
serious. This dazzling serpent moves at the 
rate of sixty-four feet a day, tumbling head. 
long into the sea, and as it falls the ear lis 
startled by submarine thunder. The berg goes 
down deep into the sea, and woe to the boat 
that isin ite way when it rises.’’

Included in the receipts of wheat to-day 
(they exceeded same day last year by 14,000 
bu) were 88,500 bu arriving by barges from 
New Orleans.

New Yoru, November 9.—Is Director Bil- 
ings after Shortstop Ward or First Baseman 
Brouthers? At present this question is both- 
ering the base ball men hereabouts. A dis- 
patch from Boston the other day said that 
Director Billings of the Boston Club had 
started for this city for the purpose of signing 
big Dan Brouthers, the first baseman of the 
Detroit Club. Whether Dan isin this city or 
not is not known to a certainty, but that Bill- 
ings is here or has been here is sure. 
If Brouthers is not in town then what is the 
Boston director doing here? Oan it be that 
he is after Ward? Only a day or two be- 
fore the Boston director came here the Boston 
management acknowledged that they had re- 
ceived a letter from President Day in which 
he intimated that an offer of $16,000 for Ward's 
release would be considered. Reports have it 
that Mr. Day and Mr. Billings have been seen 
together. Still that does not indicate that 
they were talking ‘‘Ward’’ by any means. 

There is not the slightest doubt but that the 
Boston Club would like to get Ward, but if 
they think they can beat the New York Club’s 
President down in the price of his release they 
are likely to find oat their mistake before 
long.

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STEVE BRODIE JUMPS. 


And Injures Himself Badly, Perhaps in a 


Fatal Manner. 


POUGHKEEPSIE. N. v., November 9.—Steve 
Brogie, the bridge jumper, together with 
George Dwyer, Pat Green, W. E. Harding, 
arrived at Highland on the West Shore Rail- 
road late last night. This morningat 3 o’clock 
all left the hotel and proceeded to Chestnut 
Grove, close to the western terminus of 
the Poughkeepsie bridge. Brodie at 


5:15 ascended tothe top of the bridge, and 
walked along over the structure in the dark- 
ness and the fog unknown to John Doxey, the 
night watchman. When he reached a spot 
over the west pier, he divested himself of his 
clothing and, ciad in tights and a rubber 
suit, and wearing lead -bottomed 
shoes and with heavy pieces of 
iron fastened about his legs, he jamped into 
the Hudson from a distance of 212 feet. Dwyer 
and Green were in a boat waiting for him. As 
soon as he rose to the surface he waved his 
hands wildly and Green seized them and 
Brodie was dragged into the boat. Blood 
was flowing from his nose and 
ears. He exclaimed: Oh, I am hurt. 
As quickly as possible he was landed on the 
west shore, and with the assistance of his 
friends led into the West Shore Railroad 
depot here, where he fainted, but recovered 
soon after, all the time pressing his head with 
his hands and moaning. He believed three or 
four of his ribs were broken. When the 6:57 
a. m. train for New York came along he was 
pat on board and hurried to his home, one 
or two of his party accompanying him. Brodie 
may die. He had jumped for a wager of $600, 
and yesterday R. K. Fox told him that if he 
succeeded he would give him a gold medal 
worth $500.
